MOSCOW, March 14 (ION) ,—The 
Yugoslav Government-in-Exile in 
London is aware of Draza Mikhailo- 
vitch’s attacks on the Yugoslav 
Partisan Liberation Army, radio sta- 
tion Free Yugoslavia charged in a 
broadcast heard here recently.

STOCKHOLM, March 14 (ICN).

guards at the Swedish-Norwegian 
border, unimpeachable information 
reaching here reveals. 

A detachment of Quisling Storm 
Troopers with bloodhounds has 
been dispatched to the border by 
the Nazis, and mass arrests have 
been carried out all during last 
week in the border districts. Some 
200 Norwegians were arrested in 
Halden and thrown into prison. 

New executions of Norwegian 
patriots have evoked sweeping in- 
idignation throughout the country. 
The newspaper Arbetaren reports 
that the Hitlerites are trying by 
deceit to conscript Norwegians into 
the German army. 

Many young Norwegians, for ex- 
ample, were recently mobilized on

BERNE, March 14 (ICN) — The 
heroic struggle of the Red Army 
is evoking admiration among the 
Belgians suffering under the domi- 
nation of German occupation. The 
Belgian population is expressing 
their solidarity and love for the 
Soviet people by helping the Rus- 
sian workers and war prisoners 
brought to Belgium by the Ger- 
mans. 

In a Montegnee school the chil- 
dren came to the Esperance coal 
mine where a group of Russian 
war prisoners was working and 
gave them their school breakfast. 

Children collect cigarettes on the 
streets and bring them to the war 
prisoners, and women collect bread 
for them at the bakeries. 

One woman was arrested along 
with her 8-year-old child for giving 
bread to war prisoners. A crowd,

Mine Negotiations 


HE first round in bituminous contract 
negotiations has not dispelled the dark 


cloud of a mine shutdown on April 1. Neither 


John L. Lewis nor the operators have yet 
proposed steps- to assure the country con- 
tinuous mine operation. 

Every child in America knows what a coal 
shutdown would mean. It would be a great 
victory for Hitler. 

The Daily Worker has on many occasions 
declared that the miners are fully justified 
in their demand fot a wage raise. The union 
statistics on the outrageous cost of living 
rise in the mining communities, emphasize 
that all the more. Aside from enormous 
rises in prices, the wages of the miners are 
among the lowest in the major industries 
geared to increased production. This de- 
mands that they be sufficient to assure the 
health and morale of the miners. It de- 
mands an incentive system of wage pay- 


ments to assure maximum and uninterrupted . 


coal production for our war effort. 

The operators, clinging to their anti- 
unionism as usual, seek refuge in the “Little 
Steel” wage limit and drape themselves with 
“natriotism” to justify their flat no“ for an 
answer. They have as yet not declared their 
readiness to abide by the decisions of the 
WLB, should the dispute go to WLB, and 
to agree that any award to the miners be 
retroactive if agreement is not reached be- 
fore April First. . 

Lewis is determined to exploit the griev- 
ances of the miners to smash the War Labor 
Board and all economy stabilization. He 
wants to throw the country into a home- 
front war against the President, not against 
Hitler. 

Furthermore, miners know that a wage 
raise which they must have will melt to 
nothing in three months if rigid price con- 
trol and rationing are not put into effect. 
Lewis who is allied with the reactionary 
forces in the country says we cannot fight 
inflation, that it is inevitable. 

Lewis is playing with the welfare of a 
half million miners and their families as he 
is playing with the welfare of the nation. 
The folks whose livelihood comes from coal 
digging can win, not by a strike, but by 
close association with the entire labor move- 
ment—CIO and AFL, by a widespread move- 
ment of solidarity and pressure for a wage 
policy that would put first the country’s war 
needs, not the profit interests of coal oper- 
ators. The whole labor movement must rally 
to the support of the miners wage demands 
and help the miners to defeat Lewis’s provo-
